} standing a disturbed conditlon in the 
stock and grain markets of late, the 
year has been a satisfactory one from 
a standpoint of banking, said Presi- | 
A. &. Phipps, addressing the 
annual meeting of the Canadian 
Bankers’ association Thursday 
“Money has been and atill is in 
strong demand, meaning that all 
available funds have been constantly 
employed at remunerative rates,” Mr 
Phipps said. “The outstanding feat- 
ure of the immediate situation is the} 
lack of growth in the Canadian de- 
posits and the swollen condition of 
the Canadian loans,” as shown by 
the monthly returns of the banks 


Mr. Phipps said the condition of 
the stock market did not reflect the 
general business conditions tn Can- 
ada or the United States, adding that 
business was still sound as was the 
financial structure 

Mr. Phipps said notwithstanding 
shorter crops than for 1928, business 
conditions had been generally good 
and statistics revealed satisfactory 
conditions in government and com- 
mercial finances. Conditions in the 
railway, building and construction, 
automobile and lumbering industries 
pointed to decreased employment this 
Winter and consequently decrease of 
purchasing power and gradual slow- 
ing up of business

Joseph Jastrow it was always the 
policy of rulers to keep the people in ig- 
norance; that an ignorant population 
was much easier to rule than an in- 
telligent one. o the subject was not 
so much to make people happy by 
keeping them ignorant as to make 
them easier to control, This amounts 
to saying that people should believe 
and should know only what is good 
for them, and no more, That is the 
way we treat children, at least in some 
respects; as they grow in the power 
to use knowledge, they should be given 
more and more knowledge to use. So 
in this simple saying we touch upon 
@ compl* problem in mental fitness, 

In these days we have come to the 
conclusion that the route of ignor- 
ance is one of the poorest ways to seek 
happiness. As truth 1s better than 
error, 50 knowledge is better than ig- 
norance, Yet we must recognize the 
wisdom of all things in their time; 
we realize the tds god of spotling 
people's illusions, That means that we 
all have them; and it’s a pretty tick- 
lish question how far and when we 
should encourage ‘them, 

As peoplé prow up and meet the 
hard facts of life, we say they are 
disillusioned; they become sophisticat- 
ed. which means knowing, and their 
bliss is gone. How long can one hold 
to the belief that all men are princes 
and all women angels? Are you hap- 
pier when you believe it? 

So apart from some special situa- 
tions, as in knowing too much about 
our own {ness end so worrying need- 
y, we are committed to the policy 


that the adjustment and bliss that 
come from knowled;e is the form of 
happiness to be cultivated, And it ts 
not knowledge in itself so much as 
that knowledge is basis of sound rea- 
soning and judgment, that we pin our 
falth to education, The opposite sen- 
timent js far more valid, for in most 
of the situations that we have to face 
in our democratic ways, the truth will 
set you free. 

The ignorant man is apt to be ini- 
posed upon; to that we agree, and 
form tho unpleasant. conclusion that 
the man with more knowledge is apt 
to do the imposing. Underlying that 
suspicion is the older one that the 
simpler and more ignorant natures are 
inore apt to cultivate good intentions. 
The truth is that.knowledge and mor- 
als are neither in partnership nor ene- 
mies; what use you put your know- 
ledge, to is quite another matter from 
the destrability of having it. It's quite 
clear tltat if knowledge is power, edu- 
cated people should equally be educat- 
ed to use that power rightly. In terms 
of mental fitness, the problem is to 
make knowledge a source of happi- 
ness, 

Speaking generally, it is. It gives a 
sense of confidence and control; when 
we are reasonably informed we are 
no longer strangers in a strange world, 
Fear was the most constant compan- 
fon of ignorance, and fear is far from 
a state of bliss; for every case where 
knowledge hurts, there are two in 
which it helps, There ‘s no virtue 
without its offset; knowledge of the 
danger of infection may make you 
more nervous or lead you calmly to 
take precautions, Most of all, a famil- 
jarity with facts and ideas makes you 
more expert in drawing conclusions 
from them; you don't jump to conclu- 
sions hastily beca:: > you have in mind 
a wider range of facts that bear on 
the matter, 

It's only @ little knowledge that 1s 
a dangerous thing, and the absence of 
which may make for bliss. The only 
cure for litth knowledge is more 
knowledge. 'There is indeed some dan- 
ger in knowing too much, against

But the food situation was not the 
worst; there were the myriads of 
black flies, much me pestiferous 
than mosquitoes; a temperature that 
ranged between eight degrees below 
freezing and 54; the chilly nights 


when, without sufficient covering and | 


entirely without. warmth-giving food 
for days at a time, I shivered as I 
cat-napped in my rude jack-pine shel- 
ter, In fact, as I live over again these 
rather miserable weeks, I believe rain 
has caused me more cctual sufferin; 
than all the other things combine 

In the last 28 days, four clear days, 
ten overcast days, according to my 
diary, we have had ten and a half 
days of rain, rnd three end a half 
days of snow—including two “young” 
blizzards when the wind attained a 
velocity of approximately 40 miles an 
hour and drove blinding sheets of 
snow, sleet, and hail before {t, In other 
words, I have had two weeks of “‘fair” 
weather in the last feur. And this Is 
supposed to be the period of Indian 
summer in Northern Quebec, 

“Oh, well; as I said in the begin- 
ning, the first two weeks are the 
hardest. For, now that I have cloth- 
ing and footgear, I can range about 
the country in search of partridge, 
muskrats and rabbits with my bow 
and arrow. And I do not wish to im- 
ply, in the foregoing, that I regret 
one montent of the time I have spent 
alone here in the north woods; I 
don't. It 1s a rather unique experl- 
ence. In a way, I am turning back 
the pages of history thousands of 
years. It is as if I got up from my 
swivel chair in a New York office, 
and were transported on some magic 
carpet of the air back to the Stone 
Age; as if I left my comfortable apart- 
ment one day, to re- Appear a couple 
ot days later in a prehistoric environ- 


ment a thousand miles distant, in a 
wild and unfrequented section of 
Quebec, 


Unique Experience 

So far as I knew, it fs the first time 
f# man qualified by training and ex- 
perience to record in words and pic- 
tures his thoughts, experiences, the 
tools and weapons he makes, and the 
game he kills, has ever voluntarily 
left his fireside in civilization for the 
rather precarious fe of * Neolithic 
man, Yet that is the only way to 
get an intimate picture of prehistoric 
man's mode of living, If, for example, 
I were directing the making of a 
Stone Age group for # museum, I 
would prescribe for the curator of that 
gyoup and for each artist a two 
months’ sojourn, under primitive con- 
ditions, in some state or province 
where game, flint, large cedar trees, 
clay and caves are to be found. When 
they came out, they would have a 
much better understanding of the 
problems of our remote forbears, how 
they solved them, and how they liv- 
ed The average person, of course, 
could not do this even if he wished.

counting their losses and waiting | 
patiently for relief in the form of food | 
and clothing, which has been pro- 
mised by the provincial government, 
but which had not arrived-up to 11 | 
o'clock Friday morning. j 
What was a thriving little town on 
Wednesday, today ts nothing more 
than a desolate mass of smouldering 
embers, the result of almost total des- 
truttion by a bush fire which swept | 
into the town from the north west and 
left in its wake a charred and burn- 
ed mass of debris, 
As yet no reports have been received 
from north of the town, from which 


direction the fire, driven before a 
sixty- mile-an-hour wind, swept all 
before it, engulfing farm buildings 


valuable feed stacks and stock. 

It is known that at least six farms | 
were wiped out by the blaze and it is 
quile likely that when a thorough | 
check-up has been made many more 
will be added to the list of total losses
